Dictates Farewell Messages. 

It fs evident. that Judge Tuley appreciates 

the fact that the end is at hand, for Friday 
afternoon he summoned his stenographer, 
Mrs. A. L. Kelly, and to her he dictated his 
farewel)] to his official family. The family 
includes his clerk, Oliver Chadwick, his 
bailiffs, P. J. Maguire, and John Oleson, and 
Mrs. Kelly. He also dictated messages to 
Judge Mack and other friends, with the re- 
quest that the notes be not transcribed until 
after he was dead. 
It is understood that in these private mes 
sages he left some instructions for the carry-~- 
ing on of the benevolent work that has been 
go near to his heart, 


Desires to Complete His Work. 


On Thursday the judge decided that he 
would like to complete the work now in hand 
in his court, and he instructed Bailiff Maguire 
to get together the papers in undecided cases 
so that he might take them up at the earliest 
possible moment, The cases now in his hands 
undectded include a sult brought by the Bank 
of Dundee to secure an opinion of the ability 
of surety Companies for the honesty of offi- 
cials and one of the sults arising out of the 
old water tunnel cases.

In Public Eye for Two Generations, 


As a judge and as a public leader, Murray 
FE. Tuley has occupied a conspicuous place 
in the life of the community for almost two 
generations His merit as a judge is chown 
by the fact that a smaller percentage of his 
decisions have been reversed by higher courts 
than have those of any other judge in Cook 
county. 

Judge Tuley’s formal letter to the public 

first put Judge Dunne forward as the mu- 
nicipal ownership candidate for mayor & 
yearago. Judge Tuley was recognized as the 
spokesman of that element of the community 
favoring municipal ownership. Hecontinued 
to exercise his influence by speeches on the 
stump and by counsel to the campaign leaders 
until Judge Dunne was inducted into office. In 
matters of the theory of public ownership 
since his election, Mayor Dunme has relied to 
a great extent upon the counsels of his ven- 
erable friend. 
With one other of the city’s wise men is 
Judge Tuley ever associated in the public 
mind. That man is Judge Gary. A singular 
coincidence has ruled the lives of these two 
men. A full generation they have served 
on the bench, Judge Tuley a steadfast demo- 
orat and Judge Gary a stanch republican. 

As they are associated to the public view, 
so were there venerable jurists associated 
personally from boyhood. They met and be- 
came friends in New Mexico in the early fron- 
tier days; they practiced law in partnership 
in Chicago; until recently they played bil- 
liards together every dey Guring the noon 
court recess for thé last forty years. 

Native of Kentucky. : 

Judge Tuley was born tn Louisville, Ky., 
on March 4, 1827. His parents were of Eng- 
lish extraction, being descended from early 
Virginia settlers who had moved west. Hiv 
father died when he waa 6 years old, but his 
mother gave the child a thorough schooling | 
in the Louisville public schools. At the age 
of 15 the youth became a clerk in a country 
estore, but found time for the study of law. 

In 1843, when Murray was 16 years old, his 
mother married Col. Richard J. Hamiiton, a 
Chicago attorney, who then was wel] known 
throughout the west. The family removed 
to Chicago and the boy entered his foster 
father’s law office. Three years later he went 
back to Louisville and took a course in law 
under the tutelage of Duncan Loughborough 
and Judge Pirie in the Louisville Law insti- 


tute.

Brother of Bradley Martin Killed 
in Accident at New York. 


DEATH IN SPEED RIVALRY. 


Mrs. Edward E. Manice, Expert Golfer, 
and Others Injured. 


NewYork, Dec. 24.—-[Special.J—James E. 
Martin of 803 Fifth avenue was killed in- 
stantly this afternoon in an automobile acci- 
dent at Flushing. Mrs. Edward E. Manice, 
Daniel Bacon, a stock broker, and Mrs. Ba- 
con, and J. Allen Townsend, a lawyer, ali of 
whom were in the machine with Martin, were 
burt. 

Mr. Martin was a brother of Bradley Mar | 


Brokaw. He was a retired banker and pos- 
sessed great wealth. 

Mrs. Manice, who was in the second car, is 
the well known golfer, who, as Mias Frasier, 
won a number of championships. 

The chauffeur, who is blamed for the acci- 
dent, recently came to this country from 
France. He was a chauffeur in the James 
Gordon Bennett cup race two years ago. 

The accident was witnessed by Mrs. Martin 
ahead in another machine witb her son and 
daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. James B. Mar- 
tin Jr. Im this same automobile was also 
“Mra Townsend. The driver of Mr. Martin’s 
automobile tried to pass another machine, 
and in doing so ran into a ditch filled with 
mud caused by the laying of a new gas main 
only a day before. 


Caught Under Machine. 

The automobile turned a somersault and 
Mr. Martin was caught beneathit. His skull 
wae fractured and he was killed instantly. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bacon also were caught under 
the upturned machine. Mr. Bacon received 
a wrenched back and internal injuriea. Mra 
Bacon probably is injured internally. 

Mrs. Manice, Mr. Townsend, and the chauf- 
feur escaped serious injury owing to the fact 
they were seated on the right hand aide of 
the machine. They were thrown quite a dis- 
tance and suffered severe contusions and 
bruisea It was said that Mrs. Manice’s hip 
had been wrenched. Mr. Martin and Mr. and 
Mrs, Bacon were seated on the left sid@of 
the machine, and as it toppled over in that 
direction they had no chance to jump. 

The entire party in two automobiles had 
been to dinner at the Oakland Golf clubhouse, 
Bayside, asthe guests of Mrs. Martin. Just 
before the accident Mr. Martin called out to 
the driver, William Alexander, telling him to 
slow down and not go eo fast. There seems 
to have been considerable rivairy between 
the chauffeurs as to which car was the faster. 
This spirit, the members of the party say, 
caused the driver of Mr. Martin's car to try 
to forge ahead. 

Relatives Hurry to Scene. 
A telephone message was sent immediately 
to Clifford Brokaw, Mrs. Martin's brother, 
who was in thiscity. Young Brokaw hurried 
to the scene in an automobile, as did his 
brother-in-law, H. Bramhall Gilbert. The 
latter brought to the city Mrs. Martin, who 
was in a state of collapse, and Mrs. Manice 
and Mr. Townsend. Mr. Martin’s body was 
brought to his home in this city. 
The chauffeur was arrested, charged with 
criminal] negligence. A magistrate later ad- 
mitted him to bail in the sum of $1,000. 
James ©. Martin was not ¢ business man, 
but devoted a great deal of his timeto country 
sports. His country home, “ Martin Hall,” at 
Great Neck, is one of the finest estates on 
Long Island. Mr. Martin wee a member of 
the New York Yacht, Tuxedo, Country, and 
Metropolitan clubs, and he was a patron of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art.

Mrs. Edward EB. Manice is one of the most 
prominent women golfers in the country, and 
for three years consecutively she held the 
women’s metropolitan championship. Shs 
learned the game under the tutorship of Va! 
Fiood et the Springfield Country club,,and a 
year later,“in 1900, she won the club cham- 
pionship. That same year she competed in 
the match for the women’s national cham- 
plonship at Shinnecock Hills.

Guests Flee Los Angeles Building 
in N ight Clothes. 


15 IMPRISONED IN A LIPT. 


Three Chicagoans, Among Victims, 
Lose Valuable Property. 


Los Angeles, Cal, Deo. 24.—[Special.}— 
More than 100 guests of Van Nuy’s Broad- 


way annex, one of the leading hotels 
of the city, narrowly escaped death im a 
fire which spread through the entire estab- 
lishment within fifteen minutes of the turn- 
ing in of the alarm just before 7 o’clock this 


morning, completely gutting the entire four 
stories. | 

Through the efforts of the firemen, the 
employés of the hotel, and six ali night 
poker players all of the guests were gotten 
out uninjured, but with the almost total loss 
of their personal effects and valuabies, 
listed at $25,000. 

The spread of the fire through the ignition 
of a quantity of crude petroleum in the en- 
gine room was so rapid that none was given 
an opportunity of dressing, and all fied from 
the building clad only in pajamas and night 
gowns. 

The elevator boy ran the lift through smoke 
ané flames until the power gave out through 
the destruction of the engines, and then, 
with fifteen passengers in the last load, shot 
four stories down into the burning base- 
ment, where the cage stuck, with Its top 
two feet above the level of the first floor. 

Imprisoned in Burning Lift. 

Enveloped in fame and smoke from the fire 
immediately underneath, and cut off from 
escape by the steel grating and automatic 
doors of the elevator, the frenzied passen- 
gers clawed at the bars which imprisoned 
them, with their bare hands, and pounded 
upon the meshes with their fists in a panic 
of terror. Two firemen, discovering their 
plight, chopped away the netting with their 
axes and dragged the half suffocated women 
and men from the buring cage. 

A. T. Mehle of Chicago, occupying a room 
on the second floor, suffered a close cal) from 
asphyxiation. He did not hear the genera 
alarm sounded through the halls, and slept 
during the time that the other guests were 
making their escape. He awoke strangling 
with the smoke that was pouring into his 
room. 

Grabbing his clothes tn his arms, he rushed 
out into the hal] and felt his way along 
toward the elevator. The abandoned cage 
had fallen Into the pit and smoke and flames 
were already shooting up through the shaft 
Turning, he felt his way through the hal) 
but could not find the stairway. 


Plunges Down the Stairs. 

Choking and almost dead, he groped about 
through the deserted hall until] a stream of 
water from outside, breaking tn a window, 
caused the smoke to lift sufficiently to let 
him see the stairway. He plunged down the 
steps and was picked up at the bottom of the 
flight half senseless by a freman, who helped 
him out of the building. He lost valuables 
and personal effects to the value of $500, 

B. G. Henkley of Chicago occupled a foom 
on the fourth floor and made his escape by 
the elevator before the fire put it out of com- 
mission. He lost his clothing and trunk. 

Mrs. P. Hanisch of Chicago escaped from 
her room on the fourth floor, but lost effects 
valued at $4,,000. Several other individuals 
lost heavily in emounts ranging from §25 to 
$2,000. 


State Auditor Barely Escapes. 

T. H. Benton, ex-state auditor of Nebraska, 
wife, and daughter occupied rooms on the 
fourth floor and barely escaped with their 
lives, losing all their valuables, baggage, and 
money, estimated at $5,000. 

Five firemen were injured during the prog- 
ress of the flames by the collapse of the rear 
of the second floor. ‘hey were precipitated 
into the basement. Two are expected to die. 

Fire Chief Lipps was cut seriously by 
broken glass, but had his injuries dressed 
without leaving the scene of the fire. 

The hotel was a total loss, ite value being 
approximately $200,av, The aggregate 
losses will exceed $250,000.

INCIDENTS OF THE BATTLE.

In the station at Yelna, on the Kleff and 
Voronezh line, entire families of railway 
officers and strikers have been literally cut 
to pieces by infuriated peasants, and there 
is other cumulative evidence of a determi- 
nation on the part of the peasants to oppose 
the strikers. 

“The anarchists have not dislodged the 
government, imprisoned premier de Witte, 
or deposed the emperor, but they have struck

Already hungry bands are pillaging wher- 
ever they can. At the station of Nicolaieff, 
on the Kazan railway, they looted fifteen 
ears loaded with necessaries of life for the 
Christmastide. 

“The first shots were fired by the revolu- 
tlonaries on the troops outside Fidler’s 
school, which was surrounded. The revolu- 
tionaries were given one hour in which to 
surrender. Fifty-five minutes had passed 
and the commander of the troops was about 
to give the order to fire, when a volley came 
from the house. Several soldiers were killed 
or wounded. The troops immediately replied. 

“Soon a white handkerchief was waved 
from a window. The troops entered, but 
were greeted with rifle fire, and ther retired 
and again bombarded thé house. Shortly 
afterwards a white flag was again waved, 
and the surrender of the revolutionaries

Desperate Courage of Mob. 
The correspondent also describes the fight-

“The desperate courage of the mob,’’ the 
correspondent says, “‘ was marvelous.

The St. George and dragon—which was the 
device of her founder, Yuri—became the 
city arms Ivam the Terrible came to power 
in his eighth year, in 1538, and ten years 
afterwards he took the name of czar. It 
was an ill-omened association for the begin- 
ning of that historic title, for never, since 
Caracalla, had lived a mam who deserved so 
thoroughly the title of ‘‘ the scourge of the 
world.”” By him was formed the bodyguard 
of the dread “&pritchniki,” the picked 
bravoes, who carried bludgeons carved with 
a dog’s head, and did thelr master’s will, 
and their own, throughout the city. The 
insensate cruelty, the more than barbaric 
tortures, the fiendish delight in pain which 
characterized Ivan the Terrible need not 
here be detailed. 

In the Vasili Blajenni, the amazing church 
in the Grand place, the visitor to modern 
Moscow may see his most appropriate monu- 
ment, a mixture of Gothic, Moorish, Indian, 
Byzantine art—a senseless conglomeration 
of conflicting styles that loses all beauty in 
its reckless effort to be origine' Each of 
the roofs of its nine chapels ar. different. 
The towers.and cupolas are in bewildering 
disorder, some cut with large facets, others 
bristling like a hedgehog’s back, a third 
like a pineapple, a fourth copied from a 
melon, a fifth in spiral folds, a sixth in hol- 
lowed channele—ali crowned by a “ Russo- 
Gothic ” spire entirely unlike the rest. 

But Ruesians rightly regard the Kremlin 
as their holy of holies; and what Moscow 
is to Russia, that to Moscow is the Kremlin, 
not of am age so great as many shrines 
of hietory, containing nothing perhaps of 
the highest antiquity, but richer In associa- 
tions, and in the diversity of its relics, than 
any other place of equal size, for it is here, 
as their poet Medick wrote, that “ the great 
Russian eagle raised its eyrie, and spread 
its immense protecting wings over ap enor- 
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coronation of the czar, “ mobody ever can for- 
get the impression made by the first sight of 
that unique, grotesque, savagely beautiful 
and splendidly barbarous heart, and great- 
ness and glory of Moscow." As you suddenly 
turn the corner into the “ Red square ”’ you 
find yourself, not in any European city, but 
rather in Samarcand, Bokhara, Merv, or that 
fantastic capital which Kubla Khan upreared 
in Xanadu. You enter through the Gate of 
the Redeemer, a red tower with grass green 
epire and pinnacle, and on its face hangs the 
sacred picture called “‘ The Savior of Smo- 
lensk,’’ before which every passerby salutes, 
for the Tartars broke their scaling ladders 
trying to tear it down, and the French burst 
their cannon in trying to baf{ter it to pleces. 
Within the walle beyond stands the tall 
tower of Ivan the Great, with the bold Sla- 
vonic inscription round the base of its cupola, 
telling how it was built. In its upper gallery 
hangs a bell of sixty-four tons, that isa mere 
infant ae compared with “Czar Kolokol,” the 
king of all béelis, which stands cracked and 
_ gaping at its foot. Behind is the cathedral 
of the Assumption, in which the czar was 
crowned, and near at hand are the cathedral 
of the Archangel Michael, the shrines where 
nearly all the czars of old have been chris- 
tened, or crowned, or buried.

Evils of System Shown. 

In discussing the evils as they exist in 
Chicago, the petition says: 

“ It has been the custom of the political par- 
ties to deposit a sum of money, frequently 
$500 or $1,000, in the office of the clerk ofa 
court, to be drawn against for fees as the 
candidates for final papers were rounded up 
and brought in during the few weeks before 
elections. During these times usually two 
or three judges are selected to sit at night 
for this special work, and one or the other of 
the principal political committees pays the 
clerks in the office. So great has been the

VOLUME OF CHRISTMAS MAIL 
BREAKS ALL FORMER RECORDS 


Letter Carriers Will Deliver 200,000 
Packages This Morning—Will Use 
Carts to Carry Presents. 

e 


Thousands of persons in Chicago will re- 
c@ive a visit from Santa Claus this morning 
and many children, who might have believed 
that the good, little man in fur trimmed 
clothes driving a team of reindeer had for- 
gotten them, will rejoice. In the person of 
a neatly uniformed United States mail car- 
rier he will appear at your front door carry- 
ing a heavily laden pouch. In some instances 
he will appear with a push cart loaded to 
its capacity with Christmas cheer, 

Nearly 5,000 sacks of fourth class mail, 
consisting chiefly of Christmas packages, lay 
the dispatching platform of the main 
postoffice last night, all of which will have 
been delivered to the outlying branch sta- 
tions for carrier delivery this morning. At 
an average of forty pieces of mail to a sack 
this makes 200,000 pieces to be delivered. 

This volume of Christmas business is said 
by pcstoffice officials to be 10 per cent heavier 
than that of any previous Christmas season 
in the histcry of the local postoffice. The 
mailing division of the main postoffice was 
the scene of the greatest activity during the 
day. From early morning until late in the 
afternoon thousands of mail sacks were piled 
high on the floor. Those in charge feared 
that they would be unable to get it sorted and 
distributed fcr the Christmas day delivery, 
but when evening ¢ame all had been dis- 
posed of. 

The only department of the postoffice in 
which Christmas mail is delayed is the reg- 
istry division, and that is not cn account of 
the vclume of businese but because this di- 
vision is closed for delivery on Sundays and 
holidays. Nearly 30,000 pieces of registered 
mail, practically all Christmas presents, are 
at the main postoffice ready for delivery to- 
morrow morning. This means that many, 
who will not receive remembrances from 
friends and loved ones today, will get their 
gifts tomorrow. But it is all because Sun- 
day preceded Christmas and the postal reg- 
ulations had to be obeyed. 


FLASH GREETINGS O’ER WORLD. 


“Merry Christmas” Sent to Various Sta- 
tions Throughout Continent by 
Wireless Telegraphy. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—[Special. ]— 
An elaborate test of the wireless telegraph 
system of the navy is being made tonight 
between the stations up and down the At- 
lantic ocean. At 8 o'clock this evening the 
Washington navy yard station flashed out 
the message, ‘“ Merry Christmas." This was 
repeated at fifteen minute intervals until 10 
o'clock, 

According to instructions which were sent 
out two weeks ago by Rear Admiral Manney, 
chief of the bureau of equipment of the navy 
department, all stations receiving the mes- 
sage immediately relayed it on. In this way 
it was hoped to reach Cape Elizabeth, Me., 
Key West, New Orleans, Colon, Guanta- 
namo, San Juan, and Culebra. The instruc- 
tions were to relay the message as rapidly as 
possible, at the same time taking notes on 
conditions and the exact time of receiving 
and sending. 

At 10 o'clock Cape Elizabeth and the sta- 
tions at New Orleans, Colon, San Juan, Cule- 
bra, and Guantanamo flashed back a mes- 
sage, repeating it every fifteen minutes up 
to midnight. The records, which will be for- 
warded to the department concerning the 
test, undoubtedly will give a vast amount of 
interesting informaticn.

the cemetery nearby and sent for a physician, 
who arrived in time to save her life by admin- 
istering antidotes. Later she was taken to 
St. Bernard’s hospital, where hope of her 
recovery was expressed. 

Mrs. Staudinger bad been despondent over 
the death of her mother, who died last Sep- 
tember. Her husband, Harry Staudinger, 
said she left home last Wednesday with the 
avowed intention of visiting relatives on 
the south side, and he had heard nothing 
from her until the Woodlawn police in- 
formed him of her attempt to end her Mfe. 


Intent Avowed in Letters. 

Two sealed letters were found in her pos- 
session. One, addressed to Mrs. Maude 
Daley, 422 Twenty-second street, who has 
been a close friend of her since her mar- 
riage, four years ago, was opened by the 
police. It said: 

Dear Maud: My letter to you of farewell. I kiss 
you, dearie. Always, Maud, remember me as be- 
ing heartbroken, and don’t let any one say any- 
thing wrong about me. You know I have always 
been a good and true wife toa man who has caused 
all my sorrow. By the time you get this I shall be 
no more, as I shal! find rest on my mother’s grave.

‘“ Fritz in Tammany Hall "’ is atypical John 
J. McNally concoction and has had its coun- 
terpart in each of the so-called musical farces 
that he has arranged for the Rogers Brothers 
in recent years. There is the usual “ con- 
spicuous by its absence’’ plot, the familiar 
predominance of chorus girls wearing an in- 
finite variety of costume, a number of songs 
which can hardly hope for more than fleeting 
popularity and, of course, a gpoehne suet 
dfan. As there is only a single star to @xploit 
this time, there is only one German, and 
therein is cause for gratefulness, but Fritz 
must have a foil, and so for this occasion an 
Irishman has been supplied. 

_ The program bestows on the piece the dig- 
nity of “‘musical play,’’ but much more apt 
would have been “‘ musical hash,’’ for feature 
after feature has either been borrowed or 
lifted outright from different successes of the 
last decade.

What story there Is tells or the affairs am- 
orous and political of a German baker, Fritz 
von Swobenfritz. Apparentiy without being 
consulted he is elected alderman of Gotham, 
but of much more importance to him is 
his desire to marry a wealthy widow, 
Mrs. Hart-Judson,. The widow is buxom and 
willing, but each time her admirer reaches 
the point of proposal, probably to give excuse 
for prolonging the performance till the pa- 
trons have had their money’s worth, there 
is an interruption. To add zest Mrs. Jud- 
son's brother forges Fritz’s name to a check 
that is used afterward to pay for a diamond 
dagger at Tiffany's. To spare the braiher 
Fritz acknowledges the signature as genuine, 
but he has more difficulty in explaining to 
the widow why he bought a diamond dagzer. 
Of course, under the circumstances there is 
an inevitable lovers’ quarrel and separation, 
but by the time 11 o’clock has arrived every- 
thing is explained and every one is made

The scenes of the three acts are the Bow- 
ery, a Tammany picnic in a rural grove, and 
a Tammany ball at Tammany hall. The po- 
Mtical machinations which the title would 
lead one to expect are almost wholly lacking, 
and Fritz might as well be placed almost 
anywhere else, just as it matters little 
whether Gus and Max Rogers are in Paris 
or Central park. Joseph Cawthorn’s good 
work in “The Sleeping Beauty and the 
Beast ”’ has evidently been forgotten, for his 
coming to the Illinois last evening as a lone 
star for the first time brought out only a 
moderate audience, but he was warmly re- 
ceived on his first appearance, and the com- 
mendation of applause was frequently 
awarded him afterward. Heisacomedianof 
quiet but ingratiating methods and accom- 
plishes everything without straining in any 
way. He has none of the fuss and foolish- 
ness of some others in his line, and there is 
nothing that hints at horseplay or offensive- 
ness in his entire performance. He has two 
songs, in which he scored, and in the second 
one he played his own concertina accompa- 
niment. He plays as artistically as ever, 
but really he should have something a little 
more up to date than ‘* Narcissus.”” Mr. 
Cawthorn accomplishes so much with the 
material at hand that one can easily sur- 
mise what he might doif givena fair chance.

The supporting company is one of unusual 
excellence and brilliance. There is sufficient 
talent to supply two or three musical come- 
dies. Stella Mayhew is a host in herself and 
almost takes away the chief honors from the 
star. Her song, * I'm a Woman of Import- 
ance,"’ came near putting an end to the per- 
formance so insistent were the encores. Her 
impersonations were greatly to the liking of 
her audience and deservedly so. She hasa 
style somewhat suggestive of May Irwin, but 
still one of her own, and whenever she ap- 
pears it is time to sit up and take notice. 
Ada Lewis is extremely clever as an east 
side manicurist, but she should have a great 
deal more to do. Mark Hart and Julius M.

The thirty-fourth season of the Apollo club 
began brilliantly last evening at the Audi- 
torlum.

was assisted by the Thomas orches- 
tra and a quartet of svloists of unusual abil- 
ities, and the “‘ Messiah’ of Handel was 
presented in a manner superior in general 
musical finish to that possessed by any re- 
}cent performance of the familiar oratorio 
given by the club. Part of the improvement 
in the performance was due to the rearrange- 
ment of the stage. An entirely new platform 
has been built for the use cf the chorus. It

with a top made of wooden shutters, slanted 
only enough to admit the needed rows of 
lights and supply the requisite ventilation, 
incloses the platform, and thus prevents any 
of the tone body produced by the chorus from 
being lost in the-spaces of the stage loft. 
The entire tonal mass is sent into the audi- 
torium, and the gain in volume and sonority 
is marked, id & 

The chorus also has been newly arranged 
by Mr. Wild. The sopranos and altos are 
placed at the sides of the stage and brought 
forward to the edge of the orchestra pit. The 
basses and tenors are ranged back of them 
and nearer the center, and three rows of 
singers extend across the back of the stage 
and thus connect the two divisions. Into 
the center wedge left in the chorus by this 
arrangement, the orchestra is placed. The 
result last evening was a fine balancing of 
the different parts, and a remarkably satis- 
factory blending of the vocal and instrument- 
al forces. The new stageand the new group- 
ing are distinct improvements and the Apol- 
los are to be congratulated. They how se- 
cure all of the tonal volume which they had 
in Orchestra hall and have the advantage of 
the larger seating capacities, and the ideal 
acoustics of the Auditorium.

As for the club itself, the statement may 
with all safety be made that never has the 
chorus sung the ‘“ slessiah’’ music better 
than it did last evening. And it is not be- 
lieved that it ever sang it as well. It cer- 
tainly has not within recent years. The same 
tonal purity that makes the work of the 
Mendelssohn club so enjoyable and eatisfy- 
ing to the lover of good singing is coming to 
be present, In hess degree but none the less 
noticeably, in the work of the Apollos. All 
is tonally beautifully, and that means a 
great deal in Handel's music. This beauty 
of tone, combined with a precision and a 
clarity that are sorare as to seem almost sen- 
sational, made the singing of the club last 
evening exceptional. The text was so clear- 
ly enunciated, too, that every word could 
be understood, no matterfhow complicated 
the contf@puntal web might be. 

It really was remarkable choral work, and 
the 4,000 persons who hear the performance 
tonight—the house is completely sold out— 
will hear the ‘*‘ Messiah ’”’ splendidly given 
if it be as well done as it was last night. The 
“big ’’ chorugses—the ‘‘ Hallelujah,’’ *“* Wor- 
thy Is the Lamb,” “For Unto Us,” and 
“Lift Up Your Heads ’’—made the impres- 
sive effect they invariably do when they are 
well sung, and the ease and mastery which 
marked thelr presentation last night left 
nothing of their power unrevealed. But the 
less striking choruses were beautifully given 
also. “All We Like Sheep”’ and the two 
choruses! which precede it were exceptional 
im the clarity and accuracy which dis- 
tinguished their delivery, and the lightness 
of ‘‘His Yoke Is Easy "’ and the quiet, sus- 
tained purity of *‘ Behold the Lamb made 
these two numbers similarly notable. 

Mr. Wild has succeeded in putting into the 
choruses as his forces sing them tz.e fitting 
@émotional expression. He skillfully has 
avoided the dramatic, but he has freed them 
from the perfunctory spirit which long has 
pervaded their rendition, and has given them 
the meaning they really poesess. Could he 
but secure singers who would do the same 
for the solos a gratifying and in many ways 
mew perfonmance of\'‘ The Messiah "’ would 
result. 

~~ - 

He had the assistance of a quartet of good 
soloists, but certain of them still let “ tra- 
dition ’’ instead of good interpretative com- 
mon sense guide their singing of the Handel 
music. Mme. Kirkby-Lunn was particularly 
wrapped up in the awesome seriousness with 
which tradition has burdened oratorio. Any- 
thing more solemnly un-joyous than her 
prociamation of the fact that ‘‘A virgin 
shall conceive and bear a son,"’ and that this 
son was to be the savior of the world, could 
not be imagined. And both she and Mme. 
Rio grew as slow and lugubrioug as every 
contralto and soprano do over the fact that 
“He shall feed his flock” and “ Ye ghall 
find rest.” Had Bigar instead of Handel 
written the musical setting of these texts 
both of the singers are artists enough to use 
their intelligence about interpreting them. 
They would voice the spirit of joy which is 
contained in these wonderful proclamations 
of salvation. But tradition still rules, and 
remedy in this respect is almost too much to 
hope for. 

Mme. Kirkby-Lunn found her best success 
in “‘ He Was Deéspised,’’ which she sang with 
rare tonal richness and fine understanding. 
Mme. Rio is a) soprano so delightfully satis- 
fying that the query: ‘‘ Why have we not 
heard her here before?” naturally arises 
Her voice is a high soprano of the most beau- 
tiful clarity and purity, is not wanting in 
sympathy, and fs so admirably produced and 
used that listening to her isa joy. She sang 
all of her solos last evening from memory, 
and with a technical surety, a perfection in 
enunciation, and a fine emotional expression 
‘that made her performance truly notable. 
Her future appearance here will be awaited 
with pleasantest anticipation. Mr. Cowper 
wae the tenor and gave most excellent ac- 
count of himself, the uncomfortable ‘‘ Com- 
fort Ye’’ being especially well done, and the 
trying “‘ Thou Shalt Dash Them "’ being car- 
ried through to sticcess. Mr. Witherspoon 
again fully satisfied with his delivery of the 
bass solos. He is a singer who is the pos- 
sessor of brains and he uses them. In other 
words; he is an artist, and his singing of both 
“Thus Saith the Lord” and “ The People 
That Walked” was excellent, while his 
“Why Do the Nations’ was a brilliant 
achievement. It is tO be wished, however, 
that he would omit the baritonal ‘‘ The 
Trumpet Shall Sound.’’ It lies too high for 
him and his manner of producing his upper 
tones makes it seem peculiarly labored.

@ power exercises sovereignty does not ex- 
tend farther than three miles from shore. 
This limit was fixed in thé old days when 
that was the extreme range of guns. The 
range of modern weapons is much greater 
and there are some who advocate that terri- 

torial sovereignty should extend ten, eleven, 
or even twelve miles from the coast, 

Before adopting a program for the confer- 
ence, the powers will have to consider a point 
raised by the government of Switzerland re- 
garding the holding of a Red Cross confer- 
ence. Some of the powers believe Red Cross 
matters should be discussed at The Hague, 
while others contend they should be treated 
by a special conference at Geneva. It will be 
recalled that a couple of years ago an effort 
was made to hold a Red Cross conference, 
and the president appointed Brig. Gen. Davis 
of the army and Commanéder Sargent of the 
navy as the American representatives. Some 
of the powers refused, however, to particl- 
pate and the conference did not take place. 

Rear Admiral W. K. Vanreypen, the head 
of the Red Cross society in the United States, 
said tonight that a number of questions would 
come before the next conference which con- 
sidered Red Cross affairs. 

Fix Status of Hospital Ships. 

“There are some legal points to be dis- 
posed of,’’ he said, “ and several important 
questions raised during the recent war. You 

ll recall that during the battle with Ko- 
jestvensky’s fleet the Japanese captured the 
two hospital ships accompanying it. The 
ships .were taken to Sasebo, a naval port of 
Japan, tried, and one of them was condemned 
as a legal prize. The Japanese claimed the 
hospital ships were not in u proper position 
during the battle. Instead of being in the 
rear, they werein the advance and just oppo- 
site the fighting ships. They charged that 
some men taken from a vessel sunk by the 
Russians had been sent aboard one of the 
Russian hospital ships. Finally, they al- 
leged that en route the hospital ships had 
received sick men from the Russian men of 
war. 

‘“‘It seems to me this last cbjection is not 
sound, and I expect the conference will pre- 
vent future controversy by authorizing hos- 
pital ships to receive sick men. 

‘* There were no. developments in Manchu- 
ria that warrant any change in the rules. 
Each side charges the other with violating 
Red Cross regulations, but this was to have 
been expected and the incidents are for- 
gotten.” 


MORMONS TO INVADE MEXICO. 


Colony of 1,000 Will Settle in State of 
Chihuahua, Where They May 
Practice Polygamy. 


the holidays one of the largest colonies that 
ever invaded Mexico at one time will arrive 
in the state of Chihuahua, where several 
thousand acres of land have already been se- 
cured. These people are Mormons from Utah 
and will number about 1,000 men, women, and 
children.

Washington, D. C., Dec; 24.—[Special.]—

Décided Many Distinguished Cases. 
The work of Tuley as a judge long was con-

' imal branch of the Citcult court. The dis- 


tinguished cases which he has decided were 
listed a year or two ago and were found to 
number more than 800.

Judge Tuley always has been noted for his 
remarkable capacity for work.

In the last few 
years the infirmities of old age impaired his 
capacity for fast work, but his mental facul- 
ties have been kéener than ever and hisserv- 
ices therefore continued invaluable on the

Leader in Public Questions. 


’ But with all his professional activity Judge 
Tuley never was too busy to take an aggres- 
sive interest in all public questions. He has 
been a leader in the local democratic organi- 
gation. He has attended precinct and ward 
meetings, has been a. delegate to city and’ 
‘county and state conventions, and has been 
active in stump speaking during campaigns. 
In this way the jurist gradually became 
known as an advocate of the principle of 
municipal ownership. As president of the 
Iroquois club; an office he held for many 
years, the judge used his influence to make 
municipal ownership the slogan of the local 
democratic party. He made weekly and

At this stage Judge Tuley renewed his activ- 
ity for municipal ownership along in the fall 
of 1904. He demanded that the city cease 
all negotiations with the street car com- 
panies and come out flatly for municipal 
contro] and ownership of the transportation 
system. Right at this point the schism in 
the local democratic ranks began. Judge 
Tuley declared that the Harrison democrats 
only: were flirting with the great principle of 
public ownership, and hecame out boldly ina 
demand that the democrats make the prin- 
ciple the issue of the approaching election 
and nominate an out and out municipal 
ownership candidate. 


Aids Election of Dunne. 


Partly by reason of Judge Tuley’s sugges- 
tion and partly by reason of his own identi- 
fication as the kind of candidate Tuley 
wanted, Judge Dunne began to be talked of. 
But Judge Dunne remained noncommittal 
for some time, while the municipal owner- 
ship idea gradually was taking possession of 
the faction opposed to the Harrisonites. The 
thing which finally made Judge Dunne a 
candidate was the public letter issued by 
Judge Tuley. This letter painted iniquities 
of the street car situation in Chicago in high 
colors, it arraigned the companies for their 
disregard of the public, warned the people of 
the intehtions of the street car magnates to 
overreach the public again through the pro- 
posed franchises as in the daysof Yerkes, and 
finally outlined the proposition for the city 
to take over the street car lines under the 
provisions of the Mueller law. Judge Dunne 
was named by Judge Tuley asthe one fit can- 
didate in all Chicago to carry out this 
policy. 

Secures Election of Dunne. 


It transpired that Judge Tuley made this 
move without the knowledge of Judge Dunne, 
who was taken by surprise. He did not com- 
mit himself on the proposal at once, but with- 
in two weeks he announced his candidacy. 
Judge Tuley was active in behalf of his 
friend and the principles he represented 
throughout the campaign. 

Judge Tuley was married in 1851 to Miss 
Katherine Edmonson of Missouri. The fami- 
ly residence is at 5185 Washington avenue.

of his father, William H. Mann, at Gilman, 
Ill, He will leave tomorrow morning to at- 
tend the funeral. 

Mr. Mann was one of the ploneers of the 
country and his life is a part of the history 
of his time. He was born éighty years ago 
in Kentucky, and at an early age was taken 
by his father to Illinois. As a young man 
he went to Texas and joined the famous 
rangers, with whom he fought gallantly dur- 
ing the Mexican war. He returned to Il- 
lirois after the war. 

The civil war found him ready to give his 
life for the flag. He was appointed captain 
of the Ninety-fourth - Illinois Volunteers, 
serving with Gen. McNulty, who was hie 
close friend. The operations of his command 
were limited mainly to Missouri and Téxas. 

In 1865 Capt. Mann returned to Gilman, 
of which he was one of the founders, and 
he lived there until several years ago, when 
he went to Florida and engaged in the rais- 
ing of oranges. 

Last summer he went to the old homestead 
at Gilman, where he remained until death 
took him this morning. He was one of the 
founders of the Illinois Horticultural so- 
clety, and is best known in Illinois and 
Florida for his horticultural work.

FRAIL LAUNCH IN GALE. 


Rescue Comes When Amateur 
Mariners Are Nearly Dead 
from Exposure. 


Louisville, Ky., Deo. 24.—{Special.]—For 
nearly sixty-two hours absolutely at the 
mercy of as angry a storm as ever swept 
the gulf of Mexico, every moment of the 
time pregnant with death, and finally 
snatcheé from ite jaws when nature was 
completely exhausted, is the harrowing ex- 
perience of five Louisville citizens laet Tues- 
day, Wednesday, and a portion of Thursday, 

The men are all prominent and their names 
are: 

J. Brown Lewman, cashier of the First 

National bank. 

Thaddeus W. Spindle, director of the Ken- 
tucky National bank. 

J. C. Dodd, Hughes Moore, and John 
Thomas. 

Mr. Lewman was the only member of the 
party able to travel, the others now being 
at the home of their host on the almost 

fatal trip, W. W. Fransworth, at Scranton, 

Miss. Mr. Lewman arrived from Scranton 

this morning. 


Had a Harrowing Experience, 

The Louisville party were the guests of 
W. W. Fransworth of Scranton, Miss., and 
the naphtha launch It, Capt. John Paul, 
was the boat engaged for the trip. 

“We left Biloxi Tuesday morning last,” 
said Mr. Lewman tonight. ‘‘ On the way out 
we bought a barrel of oysters and they proved 
our salvation. About noon one of the engines 
went wrong, but Capt. Paul thought we 
could make it all right with the other en- 


gine. 

** At 4 o'clock the other engine gave way, 
and for some reason we never could repair 
either one. 

‘‘In the evening a storm hit us; the shal- 
low waters were soon lashed into great 
waves that kept us mighty busy balling. 

‘All night long the wind howled and the 


] rain poured down, but we kept at our posts, 


The next day it was the same thing, but 
towards night the storm grew to the magni- 
tude of a tempest. 


Nearly Turned Turtle. 

“A score of times we nearly ‘ turned turtle,’ 
and a score of times we half filled with water. 
And all the while the rain, cold and pittiless, 
fell in sheets. May God save me from such 
another experience. . 

* The little launch rolled and tossed fright- 
fully. Our provisions were all spoiled and 
we had nothing to eat but raw oysters. We 
grew tired of them and it was only with the 
greatest difficulty that we could force our- 
selves to eat them. 

“ Finally, on the third day the storm broke 
and it found us so exhausted that it was 
hours before we were able to hoist a signal of 
distress. This was at length seen by some 
Italian fishermen, who rescued us and took 
us safely into Biloxi. The balance of the 
party was unable to make the trip home and 
are now at Mr. Fransworth’s trying to get 
back their strength, We abandoned the

Football is classed as a boy-killing, man- 
mutilating, money making, education pros- 
tituting, gladiatorial sport, and t on an 
even basis with bull fighting and prize fight- 
ing by Prof. Shailer Mathews of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in the January number 
of The World Today. 

The much talsed of reforms, he holds, are 
not decisive enough; there is little serfous 
attempt to bring about a general taming of 
the game. Complete abolition of the present 
game is favored, with the invention of an 
entirely new game to be played with the 
same shaped ball. 

Prot. Mathews, who fs dean of the divinity 
school, one of the most noted theological 
professors in the country, and in line for the 
future presidency of the university, writes 
as follows: 

“ From the president ofthe Untted Stater 
to the humblest member of a schoool or 
college faculty there arises a general protest 
man-mutilating, 
money making, education prostituting, gladi- 
atorial sport. The football enthusiast is as 
loud in his lamentation over the game as 
the president of an insurance company, who 
maintains a bribery agent. at a state capital, 
is in bemoaning a reform club tin politics. 

“Even the sight of a grand stand falling 
and wounding and xilling some of the spec- 
tators themselves does not interfere with 
the general enjoyment of an afternoon. At 
this point we surpass the ancients. After 
the Coliseum was built the Roman populace, 
at their gladiatorial games, never had the 
opportunities to watch a falling grandstand. 

“The police will not permit prize fights. 
Why should they permit football? Is it any 
worse to kill a bull thana boy? The game 
is virile, and not for weaklings. Prize- 
fighters are proud of their profession, and 
talk about their manly art. Football calls 
for courage and for team work, and for 
loyalty to a cause? Certainly. So does war, 
The duke of Wellington spoke better than he 
knew when he said the batth of Waterloo 
was won on the football] fields. 

“The only.way in which to reform foot- 
ball fs to stop playing it and then play an- 
other game with the same sort of ball. Just 
what that can be which ought to replace the 
present mélée we call a game we leave to the 
experts to decide. But of ome thing we can 
reasonably be assured—the new sport should 
be one which will not require the services 
of doctors, the maintenance of hospitals, and 
the celebration of funerals.”

OWNERS BALK AT 


White Sox Player Finds Firm 
Opposition to Proposed 
City League. 


‘MEETING WELL ATTENDED 


New Promoter May Form Organi- 
zation of His Own or Ran In- 
dependent Team. 


Despite the opposftfon to his plans for a 
city baseball league, shown at the meeting of 
the Intercity league om Saturday, James 
Callahan called a meeting of his own at the 
Sherman house yesterday afternoon. The 
owners of all ball parks and managers of 
traveling teams were invited and a repre- 
sentative number was present, but, after 
making a strong plea for his project of an 
eight club league, Callahan wes forced to 
adinit a practical failure to interest existing 
teams. 

* Cap” Was present at Callahan's 
invitation and contributed his efforts to Cal- 
lahan’s cause. The result of the meeting, 
however, was a decided check to the move- 
ment. Those present were kept from put- 
ting themselves on record by formal vote 
as ag to the formation of a city league 
only by ‘s earnest request that no 
such action be taken, and oy his admission 
that, with the present feelfmg among the 
clubs, such a plan was out of the question. 


White Rocks favor Scheme. 

The only advocate of Callahan's scheme 
among e larger semi-professional teams 
was Manager Hruby of the White Rocks, 
and ne said’after the meeting his team fa- 
vored the plan only with the understanaing 
that four teams uwning parks and four trav- 
eling ‘cams shoul.u make up ttre league. 

William Neisen of the Guathers, John Ly- 
man vf the West Ends, Rebdert Welch of 
the Spaidings, and George McGurn of the 
Athletics were the most outspoken in their 
Opposition to the plan. 

Fourteen independem veams were repre- 
sented, and the only consolation vouchsafed 
Callahan was the statement vf several man- 
agers that without a doubt next season's 
schedule wvuld be shortened in such a way 
that eight teams, four park and four trav- 
eling, inetead of four teams, two of each, as 
heretofere, could‘ arrange a championship 
series of thetr own. 

The sentiment of the meeting was that 
the league proposed by the Wuite Sox player 
would not be a financial sucvess. Neisen, Ly- 
man, and vwners of other parks said they 
depended for their patrunage un the desire 
ofe the public to see a different team each 
time, and that this could aot be done with 
a city league of eight teams.

Another objection raised was that under the 
proposed system, unless the same number of

met by Callahan's proposition that such be 
the basis of the formativa of the league. 
George McGurn of the Athietics argued, how- 
ever, that the park clubs never would con- 
sent to give the traveling clubs a percentage 
rate on receipts as contemplated. 

Callahan, in urging the formation of the 
league, repeatedly intimated that auother or- 
ganization might be formed to varry out such 
a scheme as he proposed. He stated that two 
other men, whom he refused to name, held 
options on land in Chicago for this purpose 
and were willing to put their spony into such 
a- project. 


Callahan May Go Ahead. 


After the meeting Callahan saia he had not 
given up the idea of organizing his league. 
The other semi-professional magnates, how- 
ever, seemed inclined to think the proposi- 
tion had been turned down too hard. Little 
doubt exists that Callahan will have his park 
and will run an independent team in case the 
city league fails to materialize.

Health Department Statistics Show 
Higher Vitality Average than Ever 
Betore—City Inspectors Continue 
Vigorous Campaign Against Sale of 
Unfit Food—In Loop District 36,293 
Pounds Are Condemned by Inspeco- 
ters and 195,438 at the Stockyards. 


From present indications, the death rate 
in Chicago for 1905 will be the lowest in 
the city’s history.

sescunca’ Mocs Will Be Established 
to Supply Men to Take Places of 
Dismissed Em ployes—Typographic- 
ai Organization May Retaliate by 
Suing Independent Concerns for 
Breach of Contract in Cases Where 


Eight Hour Day Is Not Conceded. 


A gradual lockont of union printers by 
forty “‘independent "' employers will begin 
on Jan. 2. The action assures a spread of 
the strike to include 200 compositors, but 
the whole number will not be forced into the 
struggle af once. 

At next Wednesday's: meeting of the “ in- 
dependents’”’ this cOurse will be ratified by 
each employer. At the same time a cam- 
paign will be mapped out which embraces 
several novel features. 

One of these is the “relay lockout.’ It 
has been so called by. the employers because 
the union compositors who refuse to work 
more than eight hours will be discharged in 
turn by successive proprietors. After the 
first lockout has been effected no more union 
men will be discharged until the original 
force of employés has been replaced by non- 
union men. By following this plan the em- 
ployers hope to keep their presses running 
without interruption. To supply the non- 
union printers a “clearing house,’ from 
which all struck shops may draw, will be 
established. 


Wide Lockout Is Expected. 

Waiting upon the success of this experi- 
ment will be 100 other *‘ independent ”’ shops, 
which are expected to follow the same course 
of action later. Lockout measures, if taken 
in these establishments, would add 1,700 men 
to the number locked out. 

It was decided at the executive council 
meeting of Typographical union No. 16 that 
“‘Independent’’ employers who refuse to 
adopt the eight hour day Jan. 1 will be re- 
garded by the union as having broken con- 
tracts, and legal measures may be taken in 
their cases: Union men declare that nearly 
every “‘independent’’ shop in the city is 
under agreement, either written or oral, to 
grant the eight hourdemand. Some of these, 
however, are conditional upon the general 
victory of the union. 

Executive officers of the union assert that 
1,900 compositors, or more than half the 
total membership, are working in shops 
where the eight hour day has been recog- 
nized. The total number on strike to date 
is 708, but it is said 300 of these have secured 
work in other cities. 


Aid for the Glassworkers. 

Aid for striking glassworkers in their fight 
against the United Glass Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation was voted by the Building Material 
Trades council. It was decided to give the 
strikers $100 an@ the support of associated 
trades in all outside work. It was explained 
that the resolutions did not provide for sym- 
pathetic strikes. 

Victories for Shea Faction. 

The Shea faction among the teamsters’ lo- 
cal unions came off triumphant in two elec- 
tions and was defeated in a third. Shea fol- 
lowers were chosen as leaders by the baggage 
and parcel delivery drivers and the grocery 
and market drivers. The van teamsters 
elected anti-Shea officials. 

Beaten After Labor Dispute. 

Thomas Morris, 35 years old, 907 Emerson 
avenue, Evanston, was dragged by three men 
from the table in his house, where he was 


eating supper with his wife, and was taken 


into the yard, where they beat him until he 
was unconscious. The police were notified, 
but no arrests were made. Morris, the police 


assert, believes his assailants were men with 
whom he recently had a dispute over a labor 


question. The men forced the front door to 
get into the house.

MARKET IS UNSHAKEN DESPITE 
HIGH MONEY AND FAILURE. 


Even Threats of Revolution in Rus-. 


sia Fail to Shake Faith — Known 
Prosperity of Country and Fact 
That Rich Men Are Holding the 
Shares Account in Part for Situa- 
tion—Chicago National Bank at 85 
Bid and 100 Asked. 


When it is said that the stock market has 
shown extraordinary strength and that its 
action, circumstances considered, is proba- 
bly without a parallel, there is described a sit- 
uation for which explicit reasons have not 
been offered. Perhaps the known prosperity 
of the country, the full railroad treasuries, 
and the rich men in stocks, may account 
largely for the strength of securities. 

But that thie strength should be maintained 
in the face of continuously high money, the 
largest national bank failure in the history 
of the country, a revolution imminent in a 
country which has floated $3,500,000,000 of 
bonds, and with railroad rate legislation 
pending in congress, is most unusual, 

The immediate course of the market can- 
not be predicted on known factors or in ac- 
cordance with previous history. There are 
no precedents with which the present record 
compares. It does stand to reason, though, 
that a bull market must find Its limitations, 
What such limitations will prove to be is 
difficult of conjecture in a market which dis- 
regards the worst kind of news and acts in 
such a manner as to suggest, to use the lan- 
guage of one observer, that— 

“If the Bank of England should suspend 
the steck market would probably advance on 
the theory that the worst was over.” 


Bank Statement. 
Saturday’s bank statement was of such a 


character as to suggest no appreciable in- 
fluence on the New York money market. It 


‘was slightly favorable, with an increase of 


$193,325 in the excess reserve. The increase 
in cash was $483,300. The surplus reserve is 
now $4,150,200, against $15,24/,225 for the 
corresponding week last year. Inthe matter 
of circulation the volume is large, being 
$52,552,500, against $42,866,900 last year.

Dull Chicago Money Market. 


The local banking situation has been dis- 
turbed by the suspension of the Walsh banks, 
though there has been no impairment of con- 
fidence. The money market has been more 
than dull. The demand for commercial pa- 
per practically ceased after last Monday 
morning. It is believed there will be some 
improvement this week. Interest rates, 
however, were practically unchanged at 54% 
to 6 per cent. The attention of the banks has 
been centered in the temporary business of 
getting cash to turn into the clearing house 
in connection with the payment of depositors 
in the Walsh panks. These funds are turned 
over daily and will soon be adjusted. It is 
not deemed likely that much money has been 
taken out of the market by small savings 
depositors, though a few probably have with- 
drawn their savings and secreted them. 

The Bankers’ National will pay the quar- 
terly dividend of 2 per cent on Dec 30 to 
holders of record Dec. 23. 


Bank Share Quotations. 

The market for Chicago bank stocks closed 
the week as dull as did the money market. 
Interest centers in the stock of the Chicago 
National bank, and no one yet has a clear 
idea of what will be the liquidating value of 
the shares. The stock has been offered at 
pat, and 85 has been bid for it. According 
to John R. Walsh, the stock will pay out $200 
a share if he is permitted to direct the growth 
of the properties involved. However, the 
book value of the stock was 242 before the 
suspension. If the most Interested holder of 
the shares hopes for but 200, the disinterested 
will hardly see that much ahead.

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 

Business in wholesale lines has been in 
large volume, and more than usually active 
for this season ofthe year. Whilethe output 
of many wholesale establishments hag been 
curtaile@ to some extent during the last week 
for the purpose of taking inventories, the sup- 
ply of orders on hand is greater this year than 
it has been for-séveral seasons. Prices for 
nearly all commodities have ruled at a higher 
general average than ever before, and even 
with prices at the top notch retail stocks have 
been in many cases depleted before the end of 
the holiday season, and additional orders have 
been placed with jobbers and wholesalers, 
which has increased the factory output more 
than is usually the case at this time. 

The notable feature about trade reports in 
Chicago and vicinity Is the uniformity of 
business conc&tions in all branches of trade, 
both as to present prosperity and the outlook 
for the coming months. It Is anticipated by 
all the wholesale dealers and jobbers of the 
city that the next few months will see many 
new records of production established. 

Collections are reported good in every 
quarter, notwithstanding the current high 
rates for money. 

The mild weather that has so far prevailed 
has been favorable for building operations, 
and has consequently materially increased 
the demand for builders’ supplies of all kinds. 
Manufacturing continues unusually active 
for this time of year, especially in iron and 
steel production. Present output of crude 
and fabricated iron and steel products locally 
is enormous. 


Third Avenue, one of the Metropolitan's lead- 
ing lines, was strong, presumably on the as- 
sumption that the new deal would strengthen 
its position. In the railway list Union Pa- 
cific, St. Paul, Atchison, Pittsburg, C., C. & 
St. Louis, and the Minneapolis, St. Paul, and 
Sault Ste. Marie were the principal features 
of strength. The United States Steel issues 
were strong and active, the vommon advanc- 
ing to a new high level on the preegnt move- 
ment. Anaconda Copper also was in active 
demand at a high record price. Other active 
and strong features were American Smelting, 
Corn Products, preferred and common, 
American Cotton Oil, and Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical. 

The feature of the late trading was Ana- 
conda Copper, which advanced to 216 and 
closed at 214, a net gain of over 22 points, or 
about $6. 

There were feverish fluctuations in the gen- 
eral list toward the end, especially in Metro- 
politan Securities and Third Avenue, but the 
closing, though irregular, was in the main 
strong.

SATURDAY’S NDW YORK 
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LONDON MARKET WEEK DULL. 


Stock Prices, Weak at Opening, Recov- 
er, However, Toward Close 
of Period.

LONDON, Dec. 24.—During the short period 
to -be dealt with last week the markets asa 
rule have been dull. The weak condition at 
the beginning of the week, however, has been 
followed by a tendency to recovery towards 
the end. 

The failure of the three Chicago banks 
caused the stock market to give way on Tues- 
day, but as the difficuities were over so 
quickly and as the American stock exchanges 
soon got over the alarm there wasa quick re- 
covery in London. Also there is no doubt 
recovery was aided by the firm speech of 
Rouvier in the French chamber of deputies, 
It cannot be said that any great alarm was 
evident here at the progress of events in 
Russia nor in the relationship between France 
and Germany, but at the same time operators 
do not think it prudent to engage in any more 
new risks until the old year is out. 

The week has been particularly notable for 
the events in the consols market, a rally on 
Wednesday bringing the quotation well above 
last week's price. The foreign market also 
acquired a little firmness towards the close. 

In the money market a distinct improve- 
ment here, as well as on the continent, has 
marked the condition of affairs, and the 
uneasiness lest a severe stringency should 
arise practically has disappeared. For the 
last day or two money has been much easier 
in London anda much better feeling has been 
created by the action of the bank in reducing 
its charge for loans to 4% per cent. 

The early January supply of money will 
be greatly increased by the release of divi- 
dends, but from the moment this money is 
disbursed it will be absorbed steadily by the 
Bank of England. 

The Statist points out the bank is likely 
to secure command of at least $40,000,000 
cash between the beginning of January and 
the end of March, and that possibly the 
amount it may secure will reach $75,000,000. 

‘The accumulation of this money in the 
vaults of the bank will eGable it again to 
exert effective control over the market and 
maintain the rate at whatever level the 
course of affairs on the continent may make 
desirable,’’ says the Statist.

PRICES YIELD STUBBORNLY UN- 
DER PRESSURE OF RECEIPTS. 


Larger Movement to Market in the 
Northwest and Dullness of Flour 
Demand and of Speculative Trade 
All Unfavorable Factors—Principal 
Activity im Corn Is in the Old De- 
cember, in Which the Longs Hope 
te Squeese the Shorts.

Duliness of speculative trade, dullness of 
milling demand, dullness in the flour trade, 
and a more liberal movement of wheat in the 
northwest, where an easier car situation has 
permitted larger shipments from country 
elevators to terminal markets, wore out the 
patience of some of the believers in higher 
prices for wheat, and forced a slight though 
stubborn decline in the May price of %c and 
a break of 2c in December. The market has 
moved but little for several weeks, and the 
total May range for the week was only 1%c. 

Comparatively small stocks abroad, the in- 
ternal situation in Russia, and the belief that 
Europe must come to this country for liberal 
supplies during the winter and before the 
arrival of the new crop of Argentine wheat In 
large quantities has had a sustaining effect 
on prices. So far, however, Manitoba wheat 
at eastern lake ports or at the seaboard, 
offered nftore cheaply than prices ruling ip 
this country, is preventing any urgent de- 
mand for home grown wheat, except a little 
macaroni and low grade hard winters. 
port clearances of wheat and flour old 
wales are liberal, 4,473,000 bu for the week 
from both coasts and Canada, according to 

the Bradstreet figures, but the wheat market 
ia still above a basis where foreigners will 
take either wheat or flour freely, and new 
sales abroad have been small. 


Flour Demand Slow. 

As the domestic demand also is light, as 
usual during the holiday season, millers 
have reduced their output, and premiums 
paid for cash wheat at most of the western 
markets during the week have suffered a 
relative decline. Russian shipments fell off 
from the previous week, and late advices 
were that Russian ports were closing, and 
that there were few grain cargoes on the 
Black sea. 

There were no serious reports, however, 
concerning the Argentine harvest, and the 
belief that supplies from that country will 
be liberal as soon as the new crop moves, 
together with the final report of the agri- 
cultural department at Washington, adding 


9,000,000 bu.to the United States crop from 


the last previous report, making the total 
694,000,000 bu, probably have encouraged for- 
eign buyers in the hope of getting cheaper 
supplies. There has been some demand 
from Germany for low grade hard winters, 
and some from the Mediterranean for maca- 
ronis, but sales have been small. 

The Armour effort to dispose of its Decem- 
ber holdings and widen the carrying charges 
to May, which had veen going on for several 
weeks, forced December to a discount of 5c 
at one time during the week. Some of the 
wheat taken in earlier in the month probably 
will be merchandised, but the bulk of the 
No. 2 hard, which is a drug on the market, 
undoubtedly has peen shifted to other shoul- 


ders. . 
December Corn Deal On. 

Trade in corn.has been dull and the May 
range narrow, the change for the week being 
a decline. The efforts of the longs in old 
December to maintain an artificial price, 
run a deal through the month, and squeeze 
the shorts who were not able to deliver, has 
furnished the one interesting feature of board 
of trade markets for the week. So much low 
grade corn has arrived from the country, and 
cash prices have declined so sharply, owing 
to the poor shipping demand, that elevator 
interests with drying houses have been reap- 
ing nice profits in making No. 2corn. Addi- 
tions have been made to the contract stock 
at the rate of about 150,000 bu a day, and 
if prices should be maintained to the end 
of the month it is probable the bulls will have 
a stock of 2,500,000 bu to carry. 

The price was worked up to 50\c and held 
at 50c for several days, but the bulls seemed 
to have decided they were making the fight 
too soon and the price was let down again 
to 48c, although this showed a gain of Ic for 
the week. As there is little shipping demand 
for No. 8 corn on a higher basis than 42c, con- 
ditions would have to change to prevent a 
serious loss in merchandising the cash corn 
taken in on December contracts. There may 


“be some shorts left at the end of the month 


who cannot deliver, but if there are they will 
have to be squeezed hard to make up for the 
losses in the cash market. Some Wall street 
operators are supposed to be running the 
corn deal. 

While shipping demand for oats has been 
better than for corn, scarcity of cars to fill 
sales alfeady made has restricted new 
business, and the east was less anxious for 
oats @oward the end of the week, although a 
good southern demand was reported from in- 
terior markets. Speculative trade was dull 
and there was a good deal of liquidation, 
forcing a decline of 4c in May. 


Steady Gains in Provisions. 

Provisions have advanced in spite of the 
easier tone in grains and in spite of the con- 
siderable falling off in the cash demand for 
lard and meats. Shipments on old sales 
have been enormous, and while the receipts 
of hogs have been fairly liberal they have 
been under expectations tnat there has been 
no accumulation of stocks of produce, and 
sentiment continues bullish. The tendency 
has been steadily higher, with only moderate 
reactions, the close at top prices for this 
week at net gains of 65c to 70c on pork, 12%c 
to 20c on lard, except the December, which 
closed unchanged, and 27\%¢ on ribs.
